A telegram was received yester­ 
d ay from Findlay, Ohio, 
saying

after him Tuesday. 
The Kansas 
C it y Journal of Sunday had the 
follow ing in regard to the c a se : 
K in n ey and his w ife were visit­ 
in g Mrs. A . Pultz, at 3826 East 
S ixth street, and were on their 
w a y to Carthage, 
Mo. 
On the 
morning of November 9 K inney 
left the above address to take a 
package of laundry down town. 
He was in an apparently cheer­ 
ful frame of mind, and told his 
w ife he would return in a few 
hours. 
It was the last time she 
sa w him. 
She waited a w eek at 
the home of her friend, and, receiv­ 
in g no word from him, returned to 
her home in Findlay, O.

Since then she has received one 
letter from him that convinced her 
he had lost hi» mind. 
The letter 
was written from a small town in 
Kansas. 
Mrs. Pultz also received 
a letter from him from K ent, Kas. , 
asking her for his w ife ’s address. 
Mrs. Pultz forwarded the letter to 
Mrs. K in n ey at Findlay, O. 
“ H e was a rather 
large man, 
w ith curly black hair, ” said Mrs. 
Pultz to a reporter for the Journal 
last night, “ and had queer looking 
eyes. 
H e was 28 years old. 
He 
complained of a severe pain in his 
head for several days before he dis­ 
appeared. 
His wife never knew 
pwhat to think, but decided that he 
must have b e ^ m e deranged. ”
